6,000 New Jobs 
In Past Week 


Major Howard Starret, State 
Director of the National Re-em- 
ployment Service, announced to- 
day that 6,285 men and women 
had been placed on jobs in Mich- 
igan during the past week. Of 
tnis number 1,521 were placed in 
private employment and the bal- 
ance on work-relief projects. 

According to Major Starret 
4,303 unemployed people regis- 
tered for work in Michigan dur- 
ing the past week. This is the 
third consecutive week that 
placements have exceeded regis- 
trations. "Applicants in the De- 
troit area reached 1,550 compared 
to a placement total of 4,742.

1936 Chevrolets 


NEW CARS INCORPORATE 
MANY CHANGES 


New Chevrolet cars incorporat- 
ing hydraulic brakes and other 
changes from last year’s models, 
were introduced here Saturday | 
and Sunday by Alfred Hanson, ' 
the local distributor, at Temple 
Theatre. 

The line for 1936 is to consist 
of master de luxe and standard 
body types. 
equipped with either knee action 
or conventionally sprung wheels 
as desired. The styling has been; 
changed by using a higher and 
narrower grille with a new treat- 
ment of hood louvers, headlamps 
and interior trim. 

The standard or lower-priced 
series, it is stated, have been re- 
aesigned in chassis and bodies to 
make them correspond more 
ciosely to the master series. The 
main difference now is said to lie 
only in the wheelbase, 

Other changes applying to both 
groups include higher compres- 
sion ratio (6 to 1) and full length 
water-jacketing of the cylinders. 

Front doors of all models are 
hinged at the front. 

The “turret top” used on the 
master models last year has been 
adopted for the standard line 
also. Spoke-type pressed steel 
wheels, instead of wire wheels. 
are used on the standards.
